MADE BY AVIATOR RODGERS 

New York, November  5.—Cal- 
braith P. Rodgers, the aviator, who 
practically completed his ocean-to- 
ocean flight by landing at. Pasa- 
dena, Cal., today, started from this 
city forty-nine days ago on what 
was to prove his record-making 
trip. In Wright biplane he rose 
from the Sheepshead Bay race track 
at 4:25 p. m. September 17, and ar- 
rived at Pasadena at 4:10 p. m, to- 
day. He left behind him at Mar- 
shall, Mo., on October 10, a broken 
world’s record for a cross-country 
flight, having traveled 1,398 miles, 
as against record of 1,265 miles 
previously made by Harry Atwood. 
Rodgers’ mileage over the Atwood 
record kept piling up day by day, 
until today he had eclipsed it by a 
total of 2,966 miles.

Woman Attempts Suicide 


Physicians .Think Mrs. Ver- 
milya Will Probably Re- 
cover — Detectives On 
Guard to Prevent Another 


Attempt at Suicide. 


Chicago, November 5.—Mrs. Louise 
Vermilya, accused of the murder by 
poison of Policeman Arthur Bisson- 
ette and under investigation in con- 
nection with the successive deaths of 
eight other persons, today was pro- 
; nounc:d probably recovering after her 
| attempt to end her own life by poison 
yesterday. 

Energetic methods to counteract the 
+ceffects of arsenic which Mrs. Vermilya 
cunningly contrived to mingle with 
| her food in the presence of her guardg 
yesterday probably will be successful, 
according to her physicians. 

After the attempt at suicide, Mrs. 
Vermilya has not been out of the sight 
of one or more guards and every artli- 
cle she touches is first examined either 
by a detective or a trained nurse, 

Near Nervous Collapse, 

Though in a condition bordering on 
nervous collapse the accused woman 
‘was pronounced in fair physical con- 
| gition tonight. Mindful, however, of 
the frequent’ relapses of her alleged 
victim, Bissonette, ending in the man’s 
death, Dr. Van Aradale, who is in 
charge of the case and who also at- 
tended Bissonette, refused to say posi- 
tively that she would recover, 

“The woman apparently will recov- 
er?’ he said, “unless she has access 
to other supplies of arsenic or other 
poison. She is resourceful and cun- 
‘ning enough to evade her watches and 
(drug herself again. That she should 
| Keep a deadly drug among her kitchen 
| supplies, where it would least be sus- 
pected is a measure of her capacity 
to deceive. Nothing would induce me 
'to eat anything in that house. 

‘Arsenic, being a mineral salt. how- 
ever, is so persistent and difficult to 
eliminate from the system that the 
woman may yet succumb to the amount 
she has taken.”

APPEAL OF TURKS MADE 
IN THE HAME OF HUMANITY 


It Is Alleged That the Infuri- 
ated Italian Soldiers Are ~- 
Butchering Helpless Women 
and Children—Charged That 
Italy Is Violating Rules of 
Civilized Warfare. 


TERROR REIGNS AT TRIPOLI; 
TROOPS SHOOTING PEOPLE 

Malta, November 5.—Steamer pas- 
sengers arriving from Tripoli de- 
scribe the situation there as a reign 
of terror. Strong military patrols 
are continually conducting rigorous 
house-to-house searches, and, on the 
smallest pretense, summary punish- 
ment is meted out. Many victims 
have been shot in their own houses. 
In the absence of any attempt to 
discriminate between -friend and 
foe, foreigners have taken refuge in 
their respective consulates. 

An order forbidding anyone to be 
out before 6 o'clock in the morning 
or after 6,o’clockin the evening has 
been strictly enforced. The ital- 
ian soldiers appear to have unlim- 
ited power, and, the passengers say, 
were shooting down men, wom _n or 
children who dare disobey the or- 
ders. The passengers also confirm 
the stories of the brutality dis- 
played by the Italians in their 
treatment of the Arabs.

Washington, November 5.—So-called 
“Italian barbarities’’ in aon. Vee 
have beén brought officially 't& 
attention of the American government 
in such form that some declaration 
of the position of the ‘state depart- 
ment in the matter now is expected. 
The subject was broached first in the 
course of a verbal statement by the 
Turkish ambassador to Acting Secre- 
tary Ades, and later in the day in the 
shape of a letter. In each case the 
ambassador, who declared he was act- 
ing by express cableq instructions 
from his government, describeg in de- 
tail the acts attributed to the Italian 
troops and protested in the name of 
humanity against the alleged barbari- 
ties inflicted upon helpless women ana 
children and fon-combatants by the 
infuriated ‘Italian soldiers 

By order of his government, the 
ambassador appealeqg to the United, 
States to exert itself to put a stop 
to practices that, he declared, were 
in plain violation of the rules of War- 
fare and in contravention of the 
Hague convention to which the United 
States and Italy are parties. 

Acting Secretary Ades promised to 
submit the protest to Secretary Knox, 
who is absent from Washington. 

The Porte’s Complaint. 
note was based 
cablegram from the Turkish 
minister for foreign affairs, of which 
the following is a copy: . 

“Your excelléncy has heard the news, 
anfortunately confirmed, of wholesale 
executions of a great number of in- 
habitants of Tripoli, perpetrated daily 
by the Italian military authorities. 

“The right of all able-bodied 
zens to fight for the supreme defense 
of his invaded home in undeniable.

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PEOPLE PAY HEAVY TOLL 


THROUGH POLICE COURT 


There wa item m the city audi- 
tor’s report published in Sunday’s Con- 
stitution which perhaps did not attract 
as much attention as it should have. 

Among the items of the city’s an- 
nual revenue was the collection from 
the police court which was put down 
at $75,887, and this amount will prob- 
ably reach $76,900. 

That means that Atlanta’s per capita 
in police court fines is fifty cents, or 
the people of Atlanta pay on an aver- 
age of half a dollar a head for fines 
in the recorder’s court. 

It costs the city only $5,227 to run 
the’ police court, which leaves a net 
profit of over $70,000. 

Now, if a person should attempt to 
show what that $76,000 costs the peo- 
ple of Atlanta outside of the fifty 
cents per head—what the cost will be 
in trouble, in loss of sleep, in loss of 
health, in remorse, in humiliation, in 
broken promises, in grief, of broken- 
hearted mothers and broken-hearted 
wives—he will have a problem on hand 
that all the city auditors in Christen- 
dom could not help him solve. 

Much of that $76,000 has been wrung 
from the hand of toiling women who 
stood true and loyal to erring fathers, 
husbands, brothers and sons, and the 
money with which some of those fines 
have been paid was earned over the 
midnight lamp, and by some woman 
who “sang the song of the shirt.” 

All of the money that has been 
p2id in has gone through one little 
Vindow, and it is well known to those 
who have had occasion to visit the 
police station that the floor in front

is called “blood money,” that is, it 
vas wrung from the hard hand of 
people to whom its loss meant poverty 
and almost starvation, and yet, they 
had to be made to pay it to uphold 
tre law. 

While the 152,000 people of Atlanta 
are placed in the calculation from 
which the fifty cents per capita is de- 
duced, there are only some _ sixteen 
or seventeen thousand of these who 
actually pay the fines. So the average 
paid by each prisoner is something 
like $50 a year. This includés, of 
course, the large blind tiger fines. 

While the system of fines is recog- 
nized as the only remedy.in misde- 
mcanor courts, it has been remarked 
by a vey able Atlanta lawyer: 

“If John Doe and Richard Roe get 
into a street fight and John Doe is 
a millionalre and Richard Roe is a 
very poor man, one will not be pun- 
ished at all while the other is se- 
verely punished if each fined $10 
in the police court.” 

There has been a cry 
lanta for fewer arrests and this 
has been raised from time to 
for the past decade. There have 
spasmodic efforts to reduce the num- 
ber of arrests and still the cases on 
the police docket grow and the fines 
in the police court increase. It seems 
that as long as there are laws and 
weak humanity thousands of dollars 
will go annually into the city treasury 
through the police court,

Liquor in Commerce of State. 
Editor Constitution: Prohibition is 
the absorbing topic of the day, and one 
of vital interest to the people of (;eor- 
gia. It is one on which there are many 
diversities of opinion, and also a great 
diversity of facts, as to its use, that 
it is hard to harmonize the people to 
the consideration of the subject, and 
have been engen- 
dered in its discussion than any other, 
There are many parts of the stace 
where prohibition has worked as a 
great benefit, by keeping liquer trom 
the masses, by which many gradually 
lost the desire for it. But other sec- 
fions where it has worked a great 
hardship on the people and hard to be 
enforced. Now, the great problem 1s 
how to harmonize these interests. 

As an article of commerce there 
no denying the fact that liquor is as 
necessary in the commercial world as 
meat and bread, and all the necessaries 
of life that go to make trade, or tu 
keep up the commerce of the world; 
as long as the world lasts wines and 
liquors will be used and drank and all 
the laws under the sun cannot stop 
such use. The shipments to the state 
of Georgia since prohibition alone 
amount to millions of dollars per an- 
num, 
simply diverted. Not one dollar 
into the state treasury, but goes into 
the pockets of the “blind tigers, 
while formerly it was the largest 
amount received of any one revenue 
brought in from taxation. 

Blind tigers are only another form 
of license, for as long as they are not 
caught they yield a tremendous income 
to the. animals, and where they are 
caught what is received out of them 
in fines goes into the pockets of the 
solicitors, sheriffs and officers of 
court—not one dollar to the state 
Hundreds of people in Georgia. Since 
| the law went into effect, have grown 
rich and are living quietly and luxur'!- 
lantly on the proceeds. 
| For this reason the legislature saw 
‘proper tq substitute the “near beer” 
isaloons and license the sale of near 
lbeer under certain restrictions, hoping 
thereby not to entirely deplete the 
state treasury. The taxes brought in 
from near beer have brought in about 
half as much revenue to the state as 
‘the old licenses from bar rooms. 

Bar rooms and saloons, as is well 
known, are hell holes of vice, and

of inducements and allurements, free 
lunches, fine pictures and equipments, 
Zambling contracts effected to meet at 
some other place, games of chance, 
and all sorts of schemes to allure them 
there, ostensibly to buy and drink 
beer, but really for enjoyment and 
sport. Watch any near beer saloon in 
the middle of the day, and the finest 
and best voung men of the city flock 
there in droves. 

Bar rooms, near beer saloons, every 
place where the idle eongregate io 
drink liquor, should be eliminated from 
the face of the earth; but the use of 
‘liquor and wines should have its place 
in the commercial workd, the same as 
meat and bread. oats and corn; the 
sale thereof should be regulated. To 
effect this all that is necessary is ‘9 
regulate the sale. High Weense does 
not give relief, for it gives a monopoly 
to the rich, who will make the bar 
rooms greater places of iniquity than 
they are now, by having more money 
invested and more inducements to the 
people who go there, High licepyse 
shuts out all who want to handle itin 
alegitimate manner. Go at it by de- 
grees, educate the people on the evils 
thereof, let good people set the ex- 
ample to the youth of the country, and

Dr. L, O. Brieker delivered the third 
sermon in his series on “These Human 
Lives of Ours” at the First Christian 
church last night.

“The marriage service says: ‘To 
have and to hold.’ hen we have 
made sure of the ‘to have,’ the prob- 
lem of the ‘to hold’ confronts us.

A HOME-MADE TELESCOPE 
IRST obtain two lenses, the larger 
having a long and’ the smaller a 
short focus. 
7 A powerful. telescope, having. a 
/ large field of vision, requires a lens 
atleast two inches. in diameter, 
' with a focus of from two to three 
feet for the larger glass, and another lens of from 
one-half to one inch in diameter, and. with a focus 
of one inch for the smaller end, Having your. lenses, 
the next important step is to make your tubes; this 
is done by. bending a piece of pasteboard three feet 
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long by seven inches wide in the shape of a tube, 
whose ‘diameter shall ‘be about one-sixteenth .of. an 
inch larger than that.of your-lens. Take a narrow 
strip of pasteboard and glue it around the inside of 
the tube, half an inch from the end; put-the large 
lens*ia its place and press it against the edge of this 
band... Now take another strip, three-eighths of an 
inch wide, and paste around the inside between the 
lens and the end of the tube. By this. medns_ the 
glass is kept in place, it being held by the edges of 
the pasteboard on either side. 

Another and smaller tube, five or six-inches in 
length, and of a size just sufficient to slide easily in 
the other end of the long tube, should now be made. 
Around the inside of one end paste a band-of- paste- 
board, as inthe larger section, but muchgneéarer the 
edge. When this is dry paste still another strip in- 
side this one, making a wide edge for the lens to 
rest against. As this tube is of much greater djame 
ter than the glass, inclose the latter-between two 
disks of cardboard of the same size as the’opehing 
in the tube, and each having a round hole €ut in its 
centre for the eye to look through. -Cover the inner 


: side with paste and press it against the edges of the’ 


strips. Finally, cover the whole thmg with some 
dark-colored paper, pasting it carefully over. the sur- 
face, and your telescope is completed.

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MADE OF AUTUMN LEAVES 


SOUVENIR book is “madé-. of 
sheets of white water-color pa- 
per, five or six inches. square, 
tied with silk. On very page is 
pasted a leaf or spray of leaves 
or flowers, each with the name 

of the place where it was found 
printed in fancv gold letters. The cover is made by 
drawing a leai pattern on the outside, and gilding al! 
the. rest of the surface. The white leaves thus left 
are veined with gold; and a white ribbon band laid* 
across the unner right-hand cover bears in gold the 
word “Souvenir.” / 

This idea of leaves against a gold ground may be 
carried out in the manufacture of a bag of white 
cloth or silk. A leaf design appears against a gold 
scroll or disk on_the. front of. the bag. Gold-covered 
ribbons are used for strings. Another bag is ‘made 
of white and gold linen, the bottom: of the bag cut 
round, and the yellow-colored linen extending tp a 
little way. From this rises a spray of oak leavés, or 
single leaves scattered over the white, outlined in 
gold-wash embroidery silk. When necéssary, the 
yellow draw-strings can be removed. to wash the 
bag. 

Varnished leaves of,red and yellow can be used 
to cover cigar-boxes, the inside being lined with. silk 
that will harmonize. The. boxes. can. be used for 
scraps or light fancy-work, or, if a bent handte of 
thin wood be tacked across and trimmed with rib- 
bons, photographs .set on end. | 

A scrap-basket is made by covering a square 
shallow fruit-basket with yellow silk, or. some. less 
expensive goods, fastening.on two handles. by mak- 
ing ribbon-wound hoops, and sewing: them on oppo- 
site sides so they will mect in the centre, and edging 
the top of the’ basket with a row of varnished leaves 
placed to overlap. A spray of the leaves and some 
red ‘berries fastened.on one. side of .the basket will 
give a pretty finishing touch.to. the basket. 

A frame for a card photograph is made by taking 
a piece of water-colored board 5% by 7 inches, the 
edges being turn, and_ pasting a spray of small_red 
leaves, stich as come from fine creeping vines, partly 
around the opening. One piece can be placed at the 
lower left-hand side, and another, as if it continued 
behind the picture, at the upper right-hand. side 
The paper may be torn away for the opening, folded 
back, and allowed to remain with ragged edges; A 
cardboard back, with a standard, is put in place last

‘ceréal crops, his first thought..would carry him back to the fragmental a 
lusion# eontained in the Old Testament. Immediately a mental vision would 
reveal. the “threshing floor of the ancients, whereon the silent and’ tedious 
tread of heavy animals—borses or oxen—or the more noisy and effective 
thumping of the flail in the hands of strong men. The writer has never 
seen dnimals at work treading out grain, but has no difficulty id recalling 
the use of the flail.for threshing out cowpeas,-etc., and this ig_probably 
still used on many farms. - « i vase ih 

When the first power thresher was invented my avallable’ records do 
not show, but probably it was about seventy-five years ago, when the first 
crude, spike thresher was brought inte use and operated by the same gin- 
house power that was used for ginning cotton.. Of course,.such a machine 
was available only to the larger. farmers, who.had.ginhouses and gins. 
(Reference here is to the southern section of the country.) Under favora- 
ble conditions it required a full day, and often longer, to thresh out and 
clean up a crop of no more than fifty bushels of wheat. The machine 
thresher did nothing but knock out the graius. Every bundle had to be 
separately fed.into the thresher, say two ot three bundles. per minute,, The 
straw was removed by means of a wooden fork and the chaff separated 
and blown away by means of.a faumill, operated by hand-power. 

In 1850 a Mr. Pitts invented and introduced the so-called Tread-Power 
and Separator, that would thresh out fifty bushels of wheat in a day - It re- 
quired something less than a dozen men and boys to ‘tend the machine and 
its accompanying hand-power fan-mill. 

Then came the “field” thresher, operated first by four to six horses— 
or more—and doing the work very much more rapidly, but stiH requiring 
“all bands” on an ordinary farm to keep it busy. -In pretty close order 
came the steam, or gasoline power, separator—with which all are now 
familiar, capable of threshing and cleaning up at one continuous operation 
no less than 500 up to several thousand bushels of wheat per day, and near- 
ly twice as much oats. . 

So it was not by a single “jump” that the advance was made from the 
flail to the modern steam-driven machinery for threshing grain, but by. a 
slow but sure development. Now we have in the far west the combined 
harvester, separator and bagger, driven by twenty to thirty horses, or by 
steam or gasoline traction engine. The machine is pushed—not pulled— 
forward, cuts a swath (heads only). of twenty to forty feet in width, 
threshes and cleans the grain, -puts-it in sacks- and these sacks. are dumped 
off in piles, automatically, just as a binder dumps off its bundles. What 
a wonderful triumph of invention’. May we, after a while, havea machine 
that will not only thresh and clean the wheat grain, but grind it into flour 
and sack it. ready for market, Who.dares say nay? rk , 
Of coursé, every farmer may not find it expedient to buy for -his own 
use only an up-to-date grain separator, but there should be one or more in 
every large neighborhood. A “traveling” separator may easily serve a 
dozen or more farmers, threshing and cleaning their wheat,. oats and rye 
for a small toll. A farmer growing fifty or a hundred acres, and upward, of 
smal] grain might certainly find it to his interest to own a separator. outfit, 
which would pay its original cost in a few years from neighborhood toll 
work. In my judgment every bushel of grain (oats) that is fed to stock 
ought to be clean grain. Feeding oats in the bundle is a wasteful and un- 
satisfactory method. ~~ 

If we should consider the relation of each of the developments of farm 
(and other) machinery and the progress of civilization, it would be impossi- 
ble, perhaps, to say whicliyhas most helped the other. It has been indeed 
an illustration of action and re-action, each striving more to stimulate and 
make possible the development of the other. So it is.also with the progress 
and development of the individual farmer. The more-he makes use of the 
discoveries of science and the inventions of art in the field of agriculture, 
the greater will be his opportunities and facilities for a higher mental, social 
and civic development.

Answer—There is no more effective 
agent for destroying the cabbage (or. 
collard) green caterpillars than paris 
green. It may be. applied in the form 
of a spray at the rate of 3 ounces of 
Paris green stirred up in 38 gallons of 
water; or, better, a mixture of 8 ounces 
of the Paris green well mixed with 15 
pounds of fine, dry air-slaked lime, or 


yeheap. flour, sifted on- through from a 


sleazy cheese-cloth bag or a ‘washed 
and. dried. flour sack...This should be 
done while the dew is on, or when the 
eollard leaves are otherwise wet. 
While it is true. that Paris green is @ 
violent poison, there will be no danger of 
poisoning from eating the collards. aft- 
er a rain has fallen on them, or they 
may be washed. The application should 
be repeated after each rain, if neces- 
sary. I know of no means of polson- 
ing the Hessian fly that is practicable. 


COMPOST. 

F. M, Hitchcoc Eva, Ala.—Please 
send me a recipe for making compost. 
I have a lot of trash on my place. 
would like to know what and how 
much to use of different stuff to eat it 
up and pulverize by spring. 

Answer—You+do not sufficiently in- 
dicate what is ‘the character of the 
“trash” you have. If leaves, vegetable 
tops, etc., pile them in a loose heap, or 
in a pen, while wet, and sprinkle suc- 
cessive layers with slaked lime. If 
slaked lime is not convenient, stratify 
the trash with ‘thin layers of green 
(unrotted) stable manure. I usually 
pile oak-Jeaves in a broad pen and add 
nothing to them, but simply see that 
they are wet; but they will not “pul- 
verize” entirely in less than ten or 
twelvé months. But it does not cost 
anything to ayait until they are ready 
for use, :

After the ginners’ returns are known 
the trade will be bound to pay special 
attention to the November spot de- 
mand, By that time there will be plen- 
+ty of opportunity to find out if it is 
going to be larger than usual. 

Wovember usually is a dead month, 
but the bulls have claimed much for it 
this fall, and it is said that freight 
engagements are large enough to war- 
rant the assertion that exports this 
month will be big. Apparently con- 
firming this opinion is the rumor that

will be flooded with reports of what 
the cold spell of the last week. did, but 
it is hardly probable that these will 
affect prices to any great extent, al- 
though they ought to have a steady in- 
fluence. The majority of cottog men 
have come to the coné¢lusion that this 
crop was altogether too early to- be 
injured seriously by cold weather.

‘twice more, but an offside and an ending of a time allotment on a quarter 


reversed the count and made them nil. 


Sewanee’s victory over Tulane was expected, as was Mississippi’s over 
Mercer, but in the latter, Stauffer’s machine was hardly expected to run 
up such a score in view of the showing Mercer made against Georgia on 
the previous Saturday. Clemson’s big win over Citadel, the team that de- 
feated Mercer 5 to 0, was one of the surprises of the day in the south, 
proving the contention of this column in the past that Dobson is a wizard 
with a light team. 


-In the east, Princeton furnished the surprise party of the day by out- 
playing John Harvard’s Crimson warriors. To over-confidence is- attributed 
the Harvard defeat, it being reported that they were betting 2 to 1 on their 
chances just before the game.
